1. The "BCIU Training Program for International Business 
Executives'' is sponsored by the Business Councl! for International 
Understanding and conducted by the American University School of 
International Service. BCIU membership Includes over 75 of the 
top US corporations, such as Dupont, Ford, GE, and Texaco. The 
Director of the Training Program ts Mr. Harold M. Randall, former 
career FSO and Ambassador to the OAS. The Course, given five 
times a year, began In 1959. Each course averages 12 to [5 
persons. 


2. State, Defense, USIA, AID, and the FB! participate In 
the Program. CIA participation dates back to 25 November 1959. 
There has been participation In 16 programs since then. The 
request for CIA participation came from Ambassador Randall 
through Dean Ernest S. Griffith, Dean of the American University 
School of International Service. | do not know which persons 
were contacted In CIA at the time, but my Instructions to 
present an unclassified, off-the-record lecture to these senior 
businessmen came from Mr. Matthew Baird, Director of Training. 
In addition, the DDI (Mr. Amory) has occasfonally sent OCI 
persons, such as Mr. Dreyer, to participate in area seminars.

3. In the spring of 1962, the DCI was the guest of honor 
at the luncheon held at the American University for the BCIU 
Policy Board. in the afternoon Mr. McCone spoke to the Board 
on the value of BCIU's Training Program for International 
Business Executives. He stressed the Importance of American 
businessmen, whether living abroad or traveling, being prepared 
to speak accurately about the United States, its economy, 
political system, and cultural institutions. Mr. McCone polnted 
out that the businessman Is a key Individual in representing 
the United States In other countries and, as such, can do more 
than any other American to bring out clearer. understanding of 
the United States and [ts people.
